NEVADA, Mo., July 26.—For the first 
time since April 15 Nevada and the country 
immediately surrounding here has enjoyed 
a heavy rainfal' yesterday evening. This 
delightful change was preceded by a severe 
wind which blew down several tents at 
Camp Dockery and almost completely de- 
molished the headquarters of the Third 
Regiment hospital corps.

They were 
riding in the battery hospital ambulance 
and had just turned towards their head- 
quarters when the front wheel slipped into 
a rut. 

In trying to pull out the horses gave 
the vehicie a sudden jolt and the lines 
were jerked from Lieut. Wilkinson's hands. 
The horses became frightened and dashed 
madly in and out between the tents. 

Wilkinson sought safety by jumping onto 
one of the horses, while Nixon niade an 
effort to pick up the lines. After they 
had gone a distance of a mile around the 
camp Wilkinson succeeded in stopping the 
terrified animals.

DEFENDS HIS ACTION IN SENDING 
CRUISERS FOR COAL. 


Yhe Brooklyn Did Excellent Work in 
the Battle, but He Did Not Approve 
of Its Initial Movement To- 
ward the South. 


July 27. — An authorized 


interview has been obtained from Ad- 
miral Sampson on the points in contro- 
versy as a result of the Santiago cam- 


paign. 

The questions and answers which fol- 
low were transcribed and the typewritten 
copy of the interview submitted to the 
Admiral for éorrection: ‘. 

‘“Aamiral, you have beem severely criti- 
cised of late for starting to Siboney on the 
morning of the Santiago battie. What 
was your reason for so doing?’ was asked. 

“I went to Siboney upon the urgent re- 
quest of Major-General Shafter, who had 
demanded a council of war. He being illat 
the time, and, moreover, being senior to 
me. it was incumbent upon me to go to 
him. 

“I chose the time of day when it seemed 
least likely that Cervera’s fleet would 
come out of the harbor. This. opinion is 
substantiated by the fact that Cervera has 
been severely criticised for “hoosing this 
most inopportune time, rather than wait- 
ing until just before dark when he would 
have had an opportunity to scatter his 
ships with a good chance of some escap- 
ing in the darkness.”’ 

“You have aiso oeen criticised for weak- 
ening your fleet by sending the battleshi 
Massachusetts to Guantanamo for coal. 
Your critics say that you should have been 
courtmartialed for not ke@ping your entire 
force on the blockade line and coaling from 
colliers.”’ 

“This weakening of the line was an un- 
avoidable feature of the blockade. _ Al- 
though we did do considerable coaling from 
the colliers on the _ blockadin line, we 
found it impossible to keep a sufficient sup- 
ply on board all the vessels by this 
method. 

“Tt must be remembered that the vessels 

were constantly under way and had to 
keep steam in enough of their boilers to be 
ready to move at good speed on immediate 
notice. This involved the expending of coal 
faster than it could be t on board by 
coaling in the open. and e were, there- 
fore, obliged to send a vessel each morn- 
ing to Guantanamo to coal, the vessel re- 
turning to her blockading station at night- 
fall. 
“In this way you can see that the whole 
force was on hand throughout every night— 
the time when all supposed it was most 
likely to be needed. 


Did Not Write 
Fourth of July Message. 


‘‘Murthermore, while it would, of course, 
have been best, had it been possible, to 
have had évery ship in her station at all 
times, there never was a time from June 1 
to July 3 when our force on the blockade 
was not far superior to the Spanish force 
inside. So, the absence of one ship, as 
events afterwards proved, left us with 
sufficient force to make successful the out- 
come of the engagement.”’ 

‘The message which you sent to the 
navy department immediately after the vic- 
tory and which read: “The fleet under my 
command offers the nation as a Fourth of

“No, the message was written by a mem- 
ber of my staff; I don’t clearly recollect 
which.

Bakeries and Let Them Use the 
Improved Method.

NEW YORK, July 27.—A bread trust is 
the latest thing in the trust line. It was 
incorporated in Trenton and is the Na- 
tional Bread Co., the immediate ambi- 
tion of which, according to one of its 
stockholders is to control the bread out- 
put of New York City, Jersey City and 
Newark, and eventuallyy to control the 
bread-making industry in all the more im- 
portant cities of the United States.

MINISTER WU IS HOMESICK 


The Chinese Diplomat Has Not Heard 
of His Recall, but Would Wel- 
come Its Arrival. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 27.—Minis- 
ter Wu Ting Fang, when asked whether he 
had any official knowledge concerning the 
rumor current that the Chinese govern- 
ment had recalled him from his duties in 
this country, said: 

“What you tell me is a surprise. Though 
[ have been kept informed, as a matter of 
course, of the procedure of events there, 
I have heard nothing of any such action 
on the part of my government. This is 
about the twelve hundredth time these 
rumors have gained currency and in each 
and every instance I have been in com- 
plete ignorance. 

“T will admit, however, that I am getting 
a little touch of homesickness, and wouid 
not look with disfavor upon a trip to 
China. Every man has an affection for 
the place of his birth, and 1 am no ex- 
ception to the rule. My wife and son have 
already returned home, and I hope I shall 
be shortly able to follow them. 

“I ike the American people and they 
have always appealed to me in er way, 
but -I have homesickness and would like 
to go home. Perhaps—who knows?—even 
now the message of permiesion is traveling 
across the sea. If can go home for a' 
short while, I would like to return very 
much. I would even like to live here, but 
then we never know our destinies, and that 
is all I know about the matter. As to the 
recall, I can only repeat I have no know!l- 
edge of it whatever.” ,
